Argentina, v*iere he remained nnUl 1956. In the first half of 1956 he nored to 
Cairo, vith hia famldy, ät the invltaticn of the UÄR government vhich desired to 
use bis anti-SemitiC backgronnd and ejcperience to organize and strengthen ita 
anti-Israel Propaganda program, *Abd-al-Hajid Amin, a language instructor at 
Cairo Unlvcrsity, Claims that as a friend of long standing he is^ respö’nsible for 
von Leers coming to ?gypt and des er ib es him as a sincere friend of Islam, (Amin 
is a German national, born aronnd 1900, who came to Cairo in 1952 at the expense 
of the Ar ab Leoguo to teach German to senior Ar ab League officora. He was then 
the only such Xuropean to be employed by the Arab League, Eis true name is un- 
fcnown but believed to be Schmidt.) The official position of von, Leers in the GAE 
government- wäa that 'of politicar and propagaada advisör in the lafarmation De- 
j^tment of the Mlnlstry of l&tional Guidancei To cover these activities and to 
avold embarrassment to Itself, the GAE government in 1956 arranged an appointment 
for von Leers as a professor of language in Cairo Gbiversity. He is also active 
ln the Arab League and ln 1956 was khown as the •* current Arab League representa- 
tlve for Germany in Cairo" and "Arab League advlsor on German mätters.* He 
vrites articles for the Propaganda department of the League for publication in 
German nevspapers. 7on Leers is said to be a personal! ty in thie "European Populär 
Movement," an antl-American and anti-Soviet Pascist Organization. Ho. cont^uas to 
write for the German nec-3fe.2i magazine "Der Weg" (The Vay), published monthly ln .
